After two or three stopp.ages of fhe machi- 
nery owing to tho breaking down of fluming 
of the water race, (he Plicenix tribute com- 
pany cleaned np when 40 tons of stuff liml 
been put thnuigli,! the yield from which was 
223 ounces. This- qnartii;, is , considered tho 
poorest in tlie , paddock, h' great deal of it 
having been obtained previously to striking 
the best stone. ^ Tho crushing will bo con- 
tinued until about 400 tons aro dealt with ; 
the quicksilver will bo, cleared every week, 
and in a few days a new water supply will bo 
finished, so tliat delay from the breaking of 
the ()ld fluming will bo obviated. No very 
active work on any of tlia Skippers reef 
claims will bo effected until tho total result 
of < he Plicenix crushing is known. South - 
berg and party who are on gimd stone will 
however keep their battery going. Mr 
South berg has also started cultivating a 200 
acre paddock in the neighborhood, which 
will probably bo ibe higbest bit of land in 
the Province so utilized, but will do much to 
cheapen the cost of horse feed, potatoes, Ac., 
in the locality, Tlio Skippers reefs aro 
among the highest workings wo have, and 
discovery cannot go much above them, as tho 
perpetual snow of tlie Suiithurn Alps will 
form an obstacle not easily overcome. No 
doubt it the yields from the Plicenix continue 
good these mountains will again ho the 
scenes of enterprise and activity of no ordi- 
nary description, for they offer .odvantoges 
above most other quartz localities in Imviug 
abundance of timber and water power ; 
while there are known reefs of considerable 
size, from which a yield of about half an 
ounce per ton can bo depended upon. 

A sluicing party opposite to Maori Point, 
Shotovorv Scriver and party, have washed np 
after twelve months running, tho yield being 
over 200 ounces, the munber of men em- 
ployed being three. 

Considerable excitement has ruled hero 
during tho week owing to the quartz disco- 
very at the 12- Mile, Arrow, reported in iiiy 
last, and which by the way I noticed faileil 
to reach the Arrow Observer. A number of 
people from the Arrow have been np to look 
at it. and os' much as £100 has been offered 
for ii share in the reef, which is described iw 
showing boaiitifiil stone. It is an off-shoot 
from a. much larger reof, but in which very 
slight prospects could bo raised. Claims 
have been taken np on tliis new discovery 
for a mile right np to the snow. 

For tho inforniatiou of yonr Cardi-on.a cor- 
respondent I may state that the claim to 
which I referred in a previous letter was tho 
“ Milo” claim granted to Measrs Maokin and 
Bond, and which was (as well as I can re 
member) once advertised as the “ Cardrona 
Valley Great Extended.” 

A young lad here, Master Jenkins, acci- 
dentally swallowed a .two-shilling piece to- 
day. Happily lie does not seem much in- 
jured by the accident, as yet at any rate. 

The Dramaric Club played tlie Octoroon 
last Friday night to a full house, for tho 
benefit of tho Library, The takings were 
over seventeen pounds, very gootl these 
times. Every one seemed gratified at the 
performance, which was indisputably a must 
siiccfcssfid one in every respect, and highly 
creditable to the Club. It is proposed to 
repeat tho play on the 9 th proximo, tho 
Prince of Wales’ Birthday, the performance 
to be preceded by a picnic at Biitel’s farm, 
which project .soems in high favor at present,

will be Arranged for.

At last there' seems an ilhsolute certainty of 
the Coal Creek; .water- being brought on to 
the Garrick Range this summer. From tho 
iniriatipn of this soheine, a fatality seems, to 
to have hung over the Company form^ to 
carryit out, — perhaps in, a ;.reat measuie duo 
to the manner of its first formation. Aari 
early as 1865. a private party; with consider- 
able means at its disposal, roughly surveyed 
the line of race, but the Duffer’s Saddle was 
to them an insurmountable obstacle. ■ The 
ground at the top of the. range, wliich had 
been proved and which it was known would 
pay exceedingly well, required the water to 
be lifted at' such a heigl^t that '..o tlieir minds 
this saddle entirely prevcntiJ iC Nothing 
further was done at , this timq, the idea 
remained wi! h the Bannockburn people, and 
meetings, w^re, callpd more than once with 
the .view of eiicbiiragihg a coiiihination of 
working minors to carry out the pniject. But 
nothing could the dope ; ^hs festima'i.ed cost 
reached too high a sum, and the lack of 
money w^s ; always the obstacle. In ,1871, 
Mr G. E. HADGHTON caihe on a tour through 
the Goldfields on behalf of the Gener-al G c- 
vernment, a large sum of money having been 
vuted.to assist in supplying water to mining 
districts throiighout the Colony ; ' and from 
the. Bannockburn a deputation was sent to 
meet him at OromwelV,' to bring under his 
notice this matter of the Coal Creek water 
supply and its deep importance to the mining 
interests of the district, ^ The thing had by 
this time become well ventilated, through 
the; Press and in other ways, and so much 
was public attention directed to it that a 
company was. formed, a provisional directoiy 
appointed, and prospectuses issued, — the 
company being named the Garrick Range 
Water Supply Go. But the prospectus an- 
nounced that 1000 paid-up shares were re- 
served by the promoters of the company as 
“promoters’ shares’; and" perhaps it is not 
too, much to say that here wa.s disclosed, the 
rock on which the whole thing has been 
wrecked. The ordinary miner fails to see 
why a few promoters in a thing of this sort 
should be allowed so large a share of spoil, 
and is not to be blamed if, a-s in this case, he 
fights shy, and fails to lend a helping hand. 
After a short tirtie, as shares were not applied 
for, the promoters saw the mistake, and an- 
nounced afresh that iib shares would he re- 
served, — those of them who would not throw 
up the original grant withdrawing from the 
concern eniirely. But it was now tyn late ; 
the mischief was done ; and hardly a miner 
in the Bannockburn district took a share in 
the company. However, sufficient shares 
were taken up to justify the beginning of 
operations ; and since 1872 the company has 
been carrying on the work under the disai " 
vantage of being in a chronic state of impi • 
ouniosity, and the neces.sary amount of vigor 
has never been imparted to the undertaking. 
In 1874 an application was made to the Go- 
vernment for a loan under the Public Works 
Act, and L.4000 was granted. Of this sum, 
about L.2250 had been received by the com- 
pany up to the time when the capital reprr- 
senied by the shares taken had been all 
called up, and they were compelled to apply 
for funds to complete the work. More than 
one capitalist in the Cromwell district would 
have taken the thing over and carried it to a 
completion, had not the Government mort- 
gage stood in the way. However, during 
the present session of the Assembly, the 
matter of tho completion of the race by tl.o 
Government has been most strenuously urged 
by Messrs Macandrew and Pvke, who have 
induced the Cabinet to place the sum of 
L.6CHX) on the Estimates to complete the 
work. Pending the voting of this money, 
the Government sent Mr Lowe, railway en- 
gineer from Oainaru with an assistant, to 
. report as to the quantity of work already 
' done, and to estimate the cost of what re- 
mains to be done, as we'l as to give an

GoYemmeiit. Notwithstanding’ all- the time 
arid winds'' oratory' spent since then, ' the 
AhoLition.'Sill has come forth frooi the ordeal 
little yplaM from its original for ih. We are 
glad to say^ that the changes' made in ' it are, 
Vin the whole'," even' rriore' advantageous' to 
■goldfieldii districts' than the first proposals 
’^ethVr"tir hot we are in the future to be 
gove^eJ under a hew system may now bo 
said, to depend on the voice of the people 
themselves^ and it therefore behoves every 
'colonist, to. Educate hitiiaelf up to the standard 
of heing'abie to give an intelligent vote on a

' being of tho country. Having this object in 
view, we piirposo to briefly review the moat 
salieirt amendments which the Bill has under-

Road Dis- 
trict, ”,,“Itfimicipality,”wnd ‘‘Publio Works” 
are- also defined in this clause, and do not 
differ from the interpretation in the original

j, Clause 3 repeals the second section of the 
...Constitution Act, .and declares the abolish- 
ment of the. various Provinces. !, 
i ,i Clauses,!,' 6,: ft, 7, and 8; remain unaltered. 

, 4 sets forth that abolished provinces shall be 
'.known as Ptcivincial Districts ; 5, that the 
, laws at present existing within-oach Province 
shall remain in forpe. till altered.; 6, that 
Superintendents and Provincial Oemneila of 
the abolished Provinces are to. cease . to hold 
oflice and .be, abolished respectively 7 pro- 
vides that the powers at present held by the 
Superintendents are to be vested in tho Oo- 
vdrnor while 8 gives the Governor power to 
appoint persons to carry ont the functions at 
present perfonued by Provincial officers. 

Clause 9 provides that alt. real and per. 
sonal property now vested in Superintendents 
«hall, on abuUtion, vest in the Crown, and be 
held for the same purposes and. objects as 
’ they are now held. ' i -... r . 

Clause 10 secures that all property at pre- 
. sent set apart for educational purposes in any 
' of the Provinces shall, after abolition, be 
vested in a Board, or Boards, -of Education, 
and all the functions and duties relating to 
such property shall be vested, in the Chair- 
man of the Board of Edneatioh' in any Pro- 
vincial District, who also shall hold the pro- 
perty in trust for educational purposes. 

Clause 11 relates to contracts or actions 
■existing at, the date of abolition, and pro- 
vides for their due carrying out. Clause 12 
is one merely of interpretation. The 13ch 
' ' ' Clause provides for the payment of compen- 
sation to officers whose services may be dis- 
pensed with consequent on alxtlition. Where 
no engagement has been entered, into, the

Clause 14 deals with licen.se foes, fines for

Clause 16, which relates exclusively to 
Goldfields Revenue, will be best understood 
by reprinting in its entirety.

wide of .the truth that I cun' only suppose Mr 
Kuchaii altagethor misunderstood what I really 
did say when he and 1 were speaking - on the 
snbjcot. .. What I did say was to the effpet (and 
it was based upon a caHual conversation which 
had taken place between Mr Gowan and myself 
upon the subject of the recommendation made 
by the Goldfields Cohimittoo last session bn the 
Bannockburn petition for a commonage), that I 
thought there would be no necessity for any ape- 
oinl arrangements being' made with the run- 
holder, as I iinderstuod he was quite willing to 
allow- residents to possess a rcasunablo number 
of horses and cattle upon the.Kawarnu Station ; 
and practically this was all the residents in the 
district wanted. I could say nothing as to the 
number any one resident could run, but ex- 
pressed my full conviction that tho runholder 
would allow persons engaged bona jhle in dairy- 
keeping to run six or even more ; but that in no 
cose did I think the runholder would allow 
cattle to be kept if kept merely for tho purpose 
of breeding and rearing stock. . The number, 
“six,” was specified by me, in answer to a ques- 
tion by Mr Buchan whether six would bo al- 
lowed to run. 

The above is the substance of nil fbe informa- 
tion I ever gave Mr Buchan on the subject of 
running c-nttle on the Bannockburn, and I think 
the members of your Association will hardly be- 
lieve 1 woutd.be so foolish (to use a mikl term) 
08 to state that arrangements of any kind bod 
been made with the runholder when I knew no 
arrangements hod been made and that none 
could be made without mji knowledge. I must 
cither have been very unfortunate in expressing 
myself on the occasion of my conversation with 
Mr Buchan, or that gentlein,an must have been 
unfortunate in underntanding what I did say. 

There is one point in the letter of Mr Buchan, 
(published- August 4th) which, as Mr Buchan 
happens to be the president of yonr Aesociation, 
I raAy as well take notice of, os it has a material 
bearing on the matter as between that gentle- 
man and myself. From that letter it would 
appear that 1 called on Mr Btich.an for the spe- 
cial purpose of giving him the information which 
he afterwards communicated to the Association ; 
and naturally one would suppose, if such were 
the case, that Mr Buch.an would try to, reiiiem- 
her it with more exactness than otherwise he 
would have done. 1 can oiily say in teference 
to tbia {xiint that 1 am not in tlic habit of mak- 
ing Ttsjts to .'inyono of that kiinl, and I did not 
on tho occ.asiqn under notice, do so. My busi- 
ness with Mr Buchan was, as I have no doubt 
that gentleman will recollect, entirely of a per- 
sonal nature to himself, and if ho had not intro- 
diiced the matter of common, age, it would not 
proliablv have been referred to by mo.

Sir, —Mr Clarke, Secretary of the f’cntr.al 
Association, h.as forwanled me your 'President’s 
letter of the 28th ult.. with copy of his reply. 

I am sorry that niy seleettoii of “ experienced 
miners, to net as judges” (not delegates as yon 
call them) of plans and proposals for gold-s.aving 
.app.iratiis should have given dffuiice at Raimock- 
biirii. You appear to cmisi ler the Rinnockbiim 
Mining Associ.atinn to have been slighted, hiitl 
think, when 1 have explained my action in the 
matter, you will reailily accept my assurance 
th.at no slight w.as intended, but that, on the 
contrary, I was anxious to secure h representa- 
tive from such an important district. 

On 9th September 1 received a telegram from 
tho Goldfields Secretary, Mr M.acKellar, inform- 
ing me that, re goId-a.aving bonus, five plans 
had lieen submitteil, and -asking me to nominate 
for Superintendent’s approval six experienced 
miners to act as judges. 1 rcpitetl that I did not 
c.are to nominate, but with his approval wonM 
communieiite with the Secretaries of the Assn, 
eiations of tho six most important districts 
(meaning hydraulic mining listricts), asking 
them each to noinin.ate their most experienccil 
man. The Gol lfietds Secretary pressed me to 
nominate at once, wishing to avoH the delay of 
writing. Believing th.at it wonbl make no great 
difference in securing the result to Im desired, I 
consented to this, sn<l agreed to nominate at 
once. I decided to coniine my nominations to 
the Northern Goldfields, Crniiiwell and Ban- 
nockburn on one side and Naseby on the other. 

I thought it would bo ridiculous to put the Go- 
vernment to the expense of bringing men from 
everv corner of the Province to decide iijion so 
small a matter. I was even of opinion that a 
few minors might h.ave been selected in one 
place, the plans submitteil to them, and all ex- 
[reuse and trouble avoidcil. Being acquainted 
(lersonally or by report with tho leading miners 
tlironghont the greater part of the district above 
indicated, I w.as able, with [lerfeet eonlidonee in 
the coiTcctness of my judgment, to select three 
of the judges. For the name of the fourth 1 
teleorn|ihcd to the Secretary of tho Local and 
tho rreasnror of the Central Mining Association 
,at N.aseby. For the name of a fifth, I should 
undoubtedly have telegraphed to yonr Associa- 
tion had there been a telegraph station at B,an- 
iiockhurn. That not being the case I telegr.aphed 
to Mr Colcloiigh, (whose acquaintance 1 made 
when he so ably represented Gromwell at the 
Clyde Conferonce, ) to give me the name of most 
experienced miner, ^nnnckhnrn nr Gromwell, 
to act as judge, elc'.”"TIe gavo’me tho name of 
Mr G. B. Douglas. ' Having been acqu.aintcd 
with that gentleman for many years, 1 felt no 
hesitation on nnmin.ating him, as 1 felt sure a 
more experienced man it would be hard to find 
.anywhere. Still, to make sure, when I tele- 
graphed my nominations to the Goldfields Sec- 
retary, I nsked him if he knew of a more expe- 
rienced person in Gromwell district to substi- 
tute. All the names submitted were, how’ever, 
approved of, and I was asked to add Buchan or 
Crombie, tor Bannnckbnrn. Mr Buoban 1 had 
met at the Clyde Conference, and had heard of 
since, and, however vala,abIo Lis opinions might 



he on some.subjects, I know jie could not be 
called an experienced miner. Of Mr Crombie I 
confess I did not know muoh. 1 know him to 
be a miner, and that he bad. represented your 
Assimiation at the Lawrence. Gonforeuco, and I 
nominated him. 

1 have gone into tho niatlor, at length booanso 
I wish to remove any wrong impression which 
may exist m the minds bf tho Bannockburn 
people. At the same time I think you might 
have taken it for granted that 1 had good real, 
song for acting ag 1 did» and so excused any ap- 
parent disrespect, instead of writing, and, over 
so trivial a matter, threatening 'a withdrawal 
from the Otago Mining Association.

The Bon. William Fox has delivered seve- 
ral speeches on teetotalism. He speaks en- 
thusiastically of New Zealand, and says he is 
determined to deposit his bones there. 

The statement of the sale of the Duchy of 
Sax Coburg is denied as a wilful invention, 
for which the German papers are rapon- 
Sible. 

The ten miles race between David Stanton, 
Hie bicycle rider, and a pony, was won by 
the pony Lady Flora, who did the ton miles 
*n40 minutes, beating Stanton by half a 
nile. 

A merchantand shipowner named Loughlln 
Freeman, has been sentenced at the Water- 
ford Assises to pay a fine of £300, and to go 
to gaol for two months besides, tor sending 
an unseawoithy vessel tosea. 

The action of the officers of the Boyal 
Yacht Alberta in steaming up to 17 knots on 
hour in a crowded bay is strongly condemned. 
The Mistletoe, the yacht ran down, was a 
small schooner. The breeze wsa light, and 
she could not get away. 

A new lodge of Freemasons was consecrated ; 
at the Alexandra Palace under the warrant' 
of the Grand Lodge of England. A letter 
from the Grand Lodge of Rome was read 
giving fraternal greetings to the youngest 
member of the English craft. 

July 17th was “ Fair Saturday” in Glas- 
gow, and it was computed that 180,000 plea- 
Bu re-seekers left tlie city on that and the pre- 
ceding day, On'tho Saturday 400 drunkards 
Were fined at the Police Courts, and scenes of 
noisy revelry were carried on in the. streets 
at night until the public bouses were closed. 

A curious dinner took plasm at Aicdrie 
lately, oil the invited guests being octogena- 
rians. Several of the ancients invited did 
not put in an appearance, but there were, 
nevertheless, seven of them present, whose 
combined ages readied, a total of 681, or.an 
nvcTi^e of 83 years each. . . 

Mr Singer, the well-known inventor of the 
sewing machine which bears his name, died 
at his residence at Paignton, South Devon, 
on July 23rd, aged 64. On the same day 
died Sir Charles Locock, Ban., M.D., who 
attended tho Queen at tlio bWJi of all her 
children. , 

A wholesale reduction of salaries has been 
commenced in Turkey. With a aelf-denia! 
rare in that land of corruption, tho Grand 
Vizier has commenced his retrenchment by 
cutting down his own" salary to leas tiiaii a 
fourth of its former amount, and has followed 
this up by reducing the salaries of his col- 
leagues 60 percent. 

The King of Greece had a narrow escape 
from a dangerous railway collision recently, 
in consetpience of tho engine-driver of his 
train getting drunk, requiring to be removed 
from his post by main force. Two trains 
going in opposite directions on tlie same line 
were happily stopped just in time to prevent 
n coIUsian, 

The Kev. -Frank Simmons, Principal of 
Nelson College, New Zealand, has written to 
the Dundee Adw.riiier an account of New 
Zealand very nwlcur de rose. He says Hoki- 
tika carpenters are on strike because their 
wages are reduced from 1 6s to 16s per day, 
and that Dunedin carpenters gat more than 
that. 

A very singular accident, attended with 
fatal results, has occurred at the Pyrotechnic 
School at Toulon. A naval lieutenant was 
filling bottles with a chemical compound, ex- 
plosive only when brought into contact with 
water, when a drop of perspiration from his 
forehead fell into one of them, causing an 
explosion by which three persons wore killed 
on the spot. 

Fuller enquiries have had the happy result 
of showing that the injury done to life and 
property by tlie disastrous Hoods in tho south 
of Franco was very much exaggerated during 
tlio first days of panic. It is now believed 
that tho number of lives lost will not exceed 
600, instead of 2000 .iriginally reported, and 
that £16,000,000 of estimated damage done 
to property will be reduced by two-thirds of 
that amount. 

A most deliberate attempt to wreck a rail- 
way train was made at Woodhouae Junction, 
near Sheffield. It was discovered just in 
time to prevent a disaster, that two loose 
rails and some fish plates had been placed 
upon the metals ; and on a police-officer 
going to Investigate the matter, he found 
concealed in a hollow tree near the spot a 
man, who confessed that he had placed the 
obstruction on the rails, and was waiting to 
see the result. 

The Japan. Gazette says that a curious 
anatomical discovery is said to have been 
made by Dr Hllgendorf, of the German 
Society at Yeddo for the Study of tho 
Natural History and Ethnology of Eastern 
Asia. Ho says that the cheek-bone of the 
Japaileso is double in many cases, instead of 



being a single slniotnlo.. The ‘'additional 
hone is united to the other by a suture, and 
is believed to bo pcouliat to the Japanera 
race.' j 

' Miss Agnes Livingstone, the eldest daugh- 
ter of the African explore!", was married on 
July 27th, at Hamilton, to Mr Alexander L. 
Bruce, a member of tho well-known Edin- 
burgh browing firm of Younger and Co. Tho 
ceremony took placo in tho Anchingramont 
Established Church, and was conducted by 
the venerable Dr Moffiit, grandfather to tho 
bride, assisted by two other ministers. The 
town of Hamilton was gay with flags, and 
kept general holiday in honor of tho event. 
It was in the diilis of tho not far distant town 
of Blantyro that Dr Livingstono commenced 
bis career,

A train was thrown into tho Miaslasippl 
River by the rails spreading, and resulted in 
16 persona being seriously injured. 

Two prisoners in Florida, convicted of In- 
decent assault, were taken out of gaol and 
hung In front of the church. 

Black Nut, under sentence of death In 
Panama, has committed 17 assassinations, 
several rapes, robberies, and other Crimes. 
He is 88 years old, 

George Bittenhanden, aged 20, was shot 
and killed on the spot by Edward Bilten- 
banden, his brother, only 19, in San Fran- 
cisco. The murderer was arrested and 
lodged In prison. 

At Oil City, the lightning struck a large 
crude Iron tonk at the Imperial Refinery. 
Five tanks filled -with oil and benzine were 
destroyed. Altogether about 60,000 hands 
were consumed by fire. Loss 200,000 dol- 
lars, No insurance. Two hundred men 
Were thrown out of employment. 

At Montreal, on tho 2nd September, a 
^at -dwtnrbance occurred at the fnnoral of 
MrGuifford. The mob atoned the hearse, 
and. would not allow it to enter tho cemetery. 
Fighting took place and the hearse was ob- 
liged to retreat. The body was afterwards 
deposited in the Protestant Cometory Vault, 
and guarded by 18 armed men, under tho 
command of a sergeant of police. 

Horrible cnielties are reported In Illinois 
State Prison. Ex-convict .Toliot m.akcs a 
statement that three Instances come under 
his notice while in prison of cases whein 
prisoners were tortured to de.ath. Two were 
dosed to death in ice water, Ono was 
knocked on tlie head by a warder, because 
he was too sick to walk fast. 



‘ food foT tte Braiii. 

A New York letter reports that, a sliort 
time ago, a certain Dr Lambert read a paper 
before the Liber.al Club on the “Special 
Articles of Food adapted to the Nutrition of 
the Brain, and the Methods of Cooking 
Them.” Preparaloiy to this, ho invited 
some of his friends to a banquet, which is 
thus taken off by ono of the daily papers 
“ Last ovening a party of gentlemen ate a 
‘hrainial’ dinner at Jones’s restaurant, in 
Broadway, their host being Dr T. S. Lam- 
bert. Mr James Parton and about twenty 
others, more or less known, sat round the i 
board, and nourished their brains to a some- 
what alarming extent. Tlie waiters grinned 
from ear to c.ar when they served the fond, 
for net one of them had ever dreamed of a 
dinner be«innlng with toasted crackers and 
cheese and ending with boiled custard and 
buttermilk. The ‘braiiual’ qualities of 
toasted cheese have long been known to sci- 
entific men, and nearly all the members of 
tho Liber.al Club are passionately fond of 
boiled custard, which, as is well known, con- 
tains over 90 per cent, phosphorus, and will 
readily bum if rum be poured over it. Dr 
Lambert lectures to-night on ‘Drain Build- 
ing,’ and it was to raise the intellects of his 
audience to a high place that he gave 
this exhibition of enccphalotropoph.agy, or 
brainhil food. Such a dinner will do occa- 
sionally, but Is dangerous if too often in- 
dulged in. The Immiin brain is about eighty 
per cent, water, and if it be stuffed with tho 
sublimations of cheese, oysters, codfish, tripe, 
calves’ brains, oat groats, and boiled custard, 
it becomes a powerful battery, a perilous 
magazine, liable at any moment to explode, 
to the great detriment of its owner and tho 
surprise of bystanders. By tho time tho 
sixth course, which consisted of stewed tripe 
and green peas, w.as reached, the excitement 
became fearfully intense, and with tho calves’ 
brains the feast became almost an orgie. 
The forehead of the Pantarch grew four 
inches higher with tho great pressure from 
within upon the convolutions, but happily 
the ganglion where oatmeal becomes univer- 
sology was not affected in any marked de- 
gree. The parietal bones of a great Oomptisl 
separated, and the coronal suture widened 
quite perceptibly. Around tho brow of a 
mighty spiritualist there was a marked nim- 
bus, whore the escaping phosphorus ignited 
upon coming in contact with the oxygen of 
the air. It was singular In the extreme to 
watch tho oatmeal rising to the brain ; to see 
the subtle poison of the boiled custard turn a 
man into a demon of ratiocination ; and as 
tho fiery buttermilk mounted to the intellect 
and hurled the reason reeling from its 
throne, the beholder was fain to acknowledge 
that the gods are just, and ‘ of tmr pleasant 
vices make instruments to plague us.' ” —
